Gentlemen of. the Senate and House of Representatives: | 

It becomes my duty at the commencement of your delibera- 
Fions, to give you information in regard to the condition of the 
State, and to make such recommendations as may be considered 
expedient for the purpose of aiding you in the ukene of your 
‘duties. 7 
In accordance withthe advisory power de on the Ex- 
ecutive, permit me to impress upon y your minds the importanee 
of the work that will require your attention within the limited 
time provided by the Constitution. 

The evils of hasty legislation are apparent in the crude and 
conflicting provisions of law that too frequently occur in the Stat: 
utes of Nebraska, and are the-results of a natural desire to cor- 
rect all evils and. abuses that máy be reached by legislative au- 
thority. 

I therefore express the hope that the session may be character- 
ized by a practical and direct consideration of measures involv- 
ing the public welfare. It is doubtless apparent to you that the 
subjects of vital importance which require your deliberate thought 
and action will consume the fall time allotted for your delibera- 
tions. a l 

I invite your attention, first, to the financial affairs of the 
State. 


The condition of the Treasury at the close of the Nt fiscal term, |

The reports of the Treasurer and of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts exhibit a very gratifying reduction of the State debt, 
and with pro: :” legislation to meet accruing liabilities, the pro- 
cess of liquidation may go forward without serious interruption, 
or as speedily as we may induce the holders of the bonds to pre- 
sent them for payment, 

The bonded indebtedness of the State is as follows:

In accordance with the wise policy inaugurated by the last 
General Assembly, $100,000 of our State indebtedness has been 
extinguished. 

It is cause for regret that an over zealous desire to provide for 
an economical administration of the State government, induced 
the last General Assembly to limit the rate of taxation for geno 
purposes to two mills on the dollar. ` 


This rate is totally inadequate to meet the general expenses of: 


the State government for the next fiscal term. For the purpose 
of bringing this matter directly before you, I quote the following 
from the report of the Treasurer: 
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«By reference tc thé forégoing tables it will be seen that 
at the commex<cment of this fiscal term there was to the 
credit of this iund the sum of - $162,577.85; that there has 
been received the sum of $560,014.05, and disbursed the sum of 
$669,435.13, and closing with a balance of $53,156.77—showing 
that there has been expended in excess of receipts the sum of 
$109,421.08. The above showing is the result of the transactions 
of that fund, based upon the levy of a four-mill tax. The Leg- 
islature, at their last session, *by act? changed the maximum rate 
of levy for this fund from a four (4) mill to a two (2) mill tax on 
the dollar valuation, and the levy for receipts to this fund for the 
year 1881 amounts to the sum of $180,999.18. Double that 
amount and you have $361,998.36, as a basis upon which to cal- 
eulate the expenses of maintaining the State government for the 
next fiscal term. Now, then, the question is this: Can the ex- 
penses of a State government, that at best costs $350,000 a year 
to maintain, be met and paid from an income of $180,999.18?' 
This is the problem for the incoming Legislature to solve." 


It will be seen that the subject presented in the above statement 
by the Treasurer is of the first importance, and réquires 
prompt legislative action. l 


Under sec. nineteen (19), art. three (3), of the Constitution, 
you are charged with the duty of making appropriations for the 
expenses of the State government until the expiration of the first 
fiscal quarter after the adjournment of the next regular session. 


A failure to provide for the payment of aceruing indebtedness 
would seriously affect the finances and impair the credit of the 
State. The estimates showing the amount that will be required 
to defray the expenses of the State government, including the 
necessary appropriations for the support of he State institutions 
from the 31st of March, 1881, to the 31st of Mareh, 1883, as re- 
ported by the State officers, who are required by law to submit 
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estimates for the several departments and institutions, appear 
in the appendix herewith submitted. . 

The amount of taxable property in the State, as shown by the 
assessment of 1879, was $75,359,798.87. The rate of taxation for 
alk purposes was six mills, levied as follows:

It will be observed that the aggregate wealth of the State is 
rapidly increasing. With ordinary prosperity and proper finan- 
cial management, the revenues that may be derived from a - 
` moderate rate of taxation will be ample for all purposes. 

Under the provisions of an act to provide for the safe, keeping | 
of moneys belonging to the State, approved February 24th, 1879, 
the Auditor, Treasurer and myself invésted $50,000 of the surplus 
funds of the State in United States four (4) per cent bonds, on the 
5th day of January, 1880, at a premium of 3 1-16 per cent. The 
present market value of the bonds is $1.13, and the gain to the 
State is $5,931.25. The purchase involved the outlay-of $1,718 
more than the par value of the bonds, thereby causing an appar- 
ent diserepaney in the cash account of the Treasurer. I there- 
fore recommend that he be allowed to place a sufficient amount 
of the interest received on the bonds to the credit of his cash ae- 
count to correct the discrepancy. 

In accordance with the provisions of an “act to provide for 
the redemption and cancellation of $100,000 of State funding 
bonds, held by the permanent school fund, and for the re-in- 
vestment of the money received therefor,” approved February 
24th, 1879, the Board of Educational Lands and Funds can- 
celled that amount of the indebtedness of the State, and re-in- 
vested the money in registered County bonds, 


The last General Assembly appropriated $50,000 from the Gen- 
eral fund for the purpose of defraying the expenses of the State 
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University and Agricultural Farm. A special fund had been 
created for the same purpose, and the Auditor therefore consid- 
ered it his duty to refuse payment from the General fund. 
The Supreme Court granted a mandamus compelling payment, 
and the expenses of said institution have been paid out of the 
General fund. I concur in the recommendation of the Treasurer 
and Auditor: that as soon as there shall be a sufficient amount 
to the credit of the Temporary University fund, a sum equal to the 
amount drawn from the General fund, as stated, be transferred 
from the University fund to the General fund. 

The report of the Auditor contains important suggestions.in 
. regard to the details of collecting the revenues, and I invite your 
careful attention to the recommendations therein contained. 


^" DELINQUENT TAXES. 

The Auditors books show that at the close of the fiscal year 
November 30th, 1880, the delinquent State taxes amounted in the 
aggregate to $861,213. This amount is charged to the several 
funds as follows:

In view of the evident neglect of official duty indicated by 
the above statement, I trust that you will endeavor to secure by 
suitable legislation a more thorough collection of the revenues, 


e -~ 
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according to the spirit and purpose of sec. 1 art. 9 of the 
Constitution, so that every person and corporation “shall pay a 
tax in proportion to the value of his, her, or its property and 
franchises." Under the loose practice that has prevailed many 
property holders have escaped taxation while others have been 
compelled to bear increased burdens. 

I have made a special effort to obtain as far as possible from; 
the several counties a statement of their financial condition, 
and while it is incomplete, from a failure in some cases to receive 
an answer to inquiries, the table appended will, I think, be in- 
structive and full of interest. - - | 


AUDITOR'S OFFICE. 


On the 29th day of July, 1880, I became aware of the fact, 
from official correspondence with the Auditor and Treasurer, 


that the State Auditor, F. W. Liedtke, had failed to comply .' 


with the requirements of the law compelling officers of the Ex- 
‘ecutive Department to pay into the treasury all fees collected in 
their respective offices, and that the fees collected by him in eon- 
nection with his duties relating to insurance had been withheld 
and used as a personal perquisite. I immediately directed the 
Attorney General to collect from the Auditor the fees due 
the State, which amounted-to the sum of $7,560.37. Proceed- 
ings by mandamus were commenced in the Supreme Court and 
a judgment obtained directing the Auditor to pay over the fees 
collected. He having failed within a reasonable time to do so, 
suit was commenced against his bondsmen for the above amount, 
and is now in progress. $ 

All details concerning the foregoing proceedings will be 
found in the Biennial report of the Attorney General. 

In the month of November last I became convinced that the 
Auditor had vacated his office and left the State permanently. 
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I therefore declared the office vacant and appointed Hon. John 
Wallichs, the Auditor elect, to fill the vacancy, 


EDUCATIONAL. 


The report of the State Superintendent of Publie Instruction 
contains inportant statistics concerning the common schools of 
Nebraska. 1 submit the following synopsis for your informa- 
tion: 

Aggregate number of persons of school age in the state in 1880, 
142,848. Aggregate number attending school in 1879, 76,956; in 
1880, 92,549. Number of graded schools, 70. Average wages 
of teachers (males), $36.12 per month; (females), $31.92, 
Average cost of tuition (computed on enrollment), 1877, $8.05; 
1878, $7.08; 1879, $6.06; 1880, $5.93. Number of school houses 
in 1877, 2,212; 1878, 2,281; 1879, 2,409; 1880, 2,700. Valua- 
tion of school property in 1878, $1,805,466; 1879, $1,810,288; 
1880, $2,064,768. 

These statistics show a rapid and healthy development of our 
educational interests. The common welfare is promoted by lib- 
eral legislation affecting the public schools. I commend them 
to your fostering care. 

Nebraska already occupies high ground educationally, and I 
trust that the educational work of the session will be wisely di- 
rected to increase the efficiency of our free school system and 
provide for the judicious management of the endowment in 
money and lands set apart for their benefit. 

The voluminous and exhaustive report of the Commissioner 
of Publie Lands and Buildings embodies a fund of valuable in- 
formation in regard to the sale and leasing of the common 
school lands belonging to the State. 

The number of acres remaining unsold on the 30th of Novem- 


ber, 1878, was 1,025,556.78. Number of acres deeded during 
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the years 1879 and 1880, 7,991.60. Number of acres unsold 
Nov. 30th, 1880, 1,017,565.18. - Estimated number of acres of 
sehool lands belonging to the State in unorganized counties and 
in counties organized but not having a complete record of their 
lands, 889,720.38. Estimated number of acres of school lands 
in unorganized territory belonging to the State, 527,860. Num- 
ber of acres sold at public sale from Nov. 30th, 1878, to Nov. 
30th, 1879, 11,741.22. Amount of sales, $88,448.78. - Number 
of acres sold at public sale from Nov. 30th, 1879, to Nov. 30th, 
1880, 2,482.08.

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OTOE AND PAWNEE RESERVATION INDEMNITY LANDS. 


It has been for some time the opinion of those best informed 
in regard to the legal rights involved that the State was entitled 
to indemmity for lands lostin sections 16 and 36 resulting from 
the sale of the Otoe and Pawnee reservations. In the month of 
June, 1880, the Board of Educational Lands and Funds by reso- 
lution instructed the Land Commissioner and Attorney General 
to visit Washington City and confer with the Interior Depart- 
ment for the purpose of obtaining indemnity for lands lost as 
above stated. The results were unsatisfactory, and the gen- 
tlemen above designated then formally presented the claim of 
the State in a written argument submitted to the Interior De- 
partment. lam happy to inform you that the claim of the State 
has been recognized. A letter addressed to the Executive from 
the Department of the Interior under date of Dec. 9th, 1880, in : 
response to a communieation from Hon. C. J. Dilworth, Attor- . 
ney General, dated Oct. 1st, 1880, states, * That upon an exami- 
* nation of the Indian title to the lands referred to, as well as of 
“the act of Congress under which the same were disposed of, 
“I am satisfied that the State of Nebraska is entitled to indem- 
“nity for the lands disposed of as per lists transmitted. You 
“are therefore hereby authorized to select indemnity for the 
* Jands so disposed of.” | 

I congratulate the people of Nebraska on this important ac- 
quisition, which adds 22,372.49 acres to the school lands of the 
State. 

The principal of the permanent school fund has reached the 
very considerable sum of $639,086.37, and is invested in regis- 
tered County bonds, U. S. four per cent consols and other securi- 
ties. | 

I invite your attention to the statement of the Land Commis- 
sioner-in regard to the collection of interest on school land con- 
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tracts, and recommend legislation to provide for cancelling con- 
tracts and leases on which the interest is delinquent for more 
than one year. 

The act of 1879 allowing parties holding educational lands 


under lease to purchase the same compels the Board having gen- . 


eral management of these lands to issue contracts to purchasers 
when certain conditions are complied with. The law should be 
amended so as to authorize the Board to withhold contracts if 
'the appraisement is lower than the average value of uneultivated 
lands in the same vicinity. 

For information in regard to the disposal of other lands be- 
longing to the State I refer you to the very elaborate report of 
the Land Commissioner. |

SALT SPRINGS. 


There are now 13,285 acres of land belonging to the State 


known as Saline Lands, which were donated by the General 
- Government for the development of salt springs within the 
: State. I cannot too strongly urge upon you the necessity of 
. taking immediate action to ascertain what can be done in this 
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direction. The appointment of a joint special committee to in- 
quire fully into this subject, with instructions to report their con- 
clusions at the earliest practicable date for your: consideration, 
would be judicious. In my opinion there is no reason why these 
springs should not be the means of bringing a large yearly rev- 
enue into the State Treasury, as well as furthering the develop- 
ment of a great industry. 


STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


The management of the various State institutions has been 
very satisfactory. The officers in charge have manifested a com- 
mendable devotion to their duties, and under their supervision : 
the interests of the State, and the welfare of those committed to 
their charge, have been faithfully guarded. 


THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


The prosperity of the University, as indicated by the catalogue 
— which will be placed before you in due time,—has fully kept 
pace with the general growth of the State. 

Ultimately the endowment of this institution from the lands 
donated by the General Government, guarded as they are by our 
State Constitution, will be equal to that of any State university 
in the Union. | 

But for the present, it claims your fostering care: and that it 
is wise to adopt a generous policy in dealing with it, is clearly 
shown by the experience of sister States. 

The University is patronized by all sections of the State, and 
enrolls, besides, a very respectable number of students who have 
been attracted to it from other States. It brings to our State a 
most desirable class of ' population, who, in seeking a new home, 
choose one —other things being equal — where they can secure to 
their families the best opportunities for a thorough education.

The needs of the University, in. order to maintain its present 
standing, and increase its usefulness, will be duly set forth by the 
Regents who have charge of its interests. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The State Normal School, at Peru, is in a prosperous condition. 
The Prineipal reports 275 students enrolled during the year 1880, 
and ninety graduates — sixty -six in the elementary and twenty- 
four in the higher course —during the past two years, and that 
nearly all are engaged in teaching. 

. I refer you to the report of the Principal for further details 
concerning the affairs and management of the school. 


PENITENTIARY. 


On the 30th of August, 1880, H. C. Dawson resigned his posi- 
tion as Warden, and I appointed C. J. Nobes to fill the vacancy. 
A long experience as Deputy Warden had thoroughly qualified 
him for the position, and the prison discipline under his manage- 
ment has been exceptionally good. 

The Warden's report shows that there are 266 convicts in this 
prison — of which number eleven are United States prisoners and 
fifty -nine are convicts from Wyoming Territory. 

The suggestions of the Warden in relation to v madeduate facil- 
ities for suppressing fires are entitled to spal] consideration. 
The recent partial destruction of the peni spear 


BH ry at Alleghany 
City, Pennsylvania, is cited as an illustration of the calamity 
which may at any time occur in the Nebraska State Peniten- 
tiary. There is a sufficient amount of combustible material in the 
buildings to cause their complete destruction, excepting the walls, 
if a fire should occur. Eeonomical reasons alone should prompt 
immediate legislation to provide additional safeguards and better 
facilities for extinguishing fires. 
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The supply of water is insufficient, and 1 commend to your 
favorable consideration the suggestion of the Warden: that the 
money which might be used in sinking an artesian well 
would be a trifling expense in comparison with the losses that 
would result from á conflagration in the prison. 

I also recommend the introduction of gas, as the use of kero- 
señe oil is especially hazardous, where so many lights are needed. 

The excellent state of discipline that prevails among the con- 
victs is due to a firm and humane policy in dealing with them, 
and to the effects of the “Good Time act." Refractory prisoners 
are made to feel that punishments are not inflicted in a spirit of 
anger or revenge, but as a necessary discipline for the convict's 
own benefit. 

The health of the prisoners, as shown by the prison physician, 
has been remarkably good. Only three deaths (one of these 
being accidental) have occurred among the convicts during the 
past two. years. : 

A deficiency exists in the amount needed for current expenses 
of the Penitentiary estimated at $15,512.55, which sum will be 
required to defray ordinary expenses until March 31st, 1881. 


HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 


The biennial report of the Superintendent of the Hospital for 
the Insane embodjes statistics and recommendations which will 
aid you in all legisllition relating to the unfortunate inmates of 
that institution. 

The increase of patients has been from 122 on the 30th of No- 
vember, 1878, to192 on the 30th of November,1880. Owing to 
the rapid inerease of population, the pressure for more room con- 
tinues, although two wings, each 504 feet in length and three 


stories in height, furnishing an increased capacity of seventy- 
eight rooms, have been added. 
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The present rate of increase renders it probable that. the State 
will be called upon to provide rooms for at least 325 patients dur- 
ing the next two years. The present building will not accom- 
modate over 200. It is urged that, as an act of humanity and 
wise publie economy, additional room should be at once provided 
for the accommodation of patients. If this is not done, the care 
of the insane must in a measure devolve upon the various Coun- 
ties, and the burden will then rest with as much weight, though 
less uniformly than now, upon the people of the State. 

During the past two years the asylum has been prepared to re- 
ceive, without delay, all patients entitled to the benefits of the 
institution. Urgent appeals have been made to secure admission 
for feeble-minded children. The recommendation of the Super- 
intendent in regard to the organization of an institution for un- 
fortunates of this class, is worthy of yeur serious consideration. 

A small appropriation is required to meet current expenses 
until the 31st of March, 1881, in excess of the amount appropri- 
ated by the last General Assembly. 

An itemized statement of expenditures is given in-the Stew- 
ard's and Matron's reports. The former also shows the products 
of the farm, and contains an inventory of stock and farm imple- 
ments belonging to the Hospital farm. 

On the12th day of July,1879, I appointed Dr. Jno. T. Hay, of 
Falls City, Assistant Physician, vice Dr. S. B. MeGlumphey, re- 
signed. l ¿lin 


INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF ANDØRT 


— 


The Institute for the Deaf and Dumb is in a very satisfactory 
condition. Improvements ordered by the last Legislature have 
been completed, and all the trades introduced have been self- 
sustaining; but in connection with this, as with other State insti- 
tutions, there is a demand for more room. 


The number of inmates on the 30th day of November, 1880, 
2 
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was seventy-five. The increase during the past two years has 
been nearly fifty per cent. l 

It is believed that it will be impossible to receive all that will 
apply for admission during the next two years. Iinvite your 
attention to the recommendations of the Principal, trusting that 
in your wisdom you will provide facilities for the proper accom- 
modation of those in our State who may be entitled to the bene- 
fits of this institution. 


INSTITUTE FOR THE BLIND. 


The appropriations for this institution have been ample. The 
buildings are large enough for present demands, and noimprove- 
ments are asked for, except additional facilities for extinguishing _ 
fires. The Biennial report of the Principal contains the grati- 
fying statement that the past two years has been a period of pro- 
gress and prosperity for that. institution. The number of in- 
mates on the 30th day of Nov., 1880, was 27, and inquiries 
throughout the State indicate that there are but few others who are 
admissible. The report shows that the proportion of the blind 
to the total population is less in this State than in many others. 
The report of the Principal affords very full information con- 
cerning the character of the buildings, location, general man- 
agement of the Institution and methods of instruction. 

Before passing to other subjects I commend to your special 
caré the several charitable institutions, trusting that no motives 
of doubtful economy will withhold from the various wards of 
the State that generous protection to whieh they are entitled by 
their unfortunate condition.

REFORM SCHOOL. 


The completion of the Reform School edifice at Kearney im 
poses upon you the responsible duty of providing for the organi- 
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zation and management of an important reformatory and penal 
‘institution and securing the best care and discipline for youth- 
ful offenders, who may be placed there for reformation, or to un- 
dergo a milder punishment than that which is meted out to 
" hardened criminals. ' | 

The Institution supplies a long felt want of our State. The ' 
liberal spirit of the age has suggested and experience has justi- 
fied the establishment of schools of this character. 

They are designed to accomplish the moral and educational 
work left undone by neglectful and immoral parents, or on ac- 
count of an incorrigible tendency to evil doing. The object is 
-to subject youthful criminals to reformatory discipline and in- 
fluences without branding them with the stigma of ordinary 
penal imprisonment. Viewing the subject as one of very great 
importance, I trust that your legislation to provide for the or- 
ganization of this new Institution may be the result of a wise 
consideration of established precedents and a careful effort to 
preserve its reformatory character in connection with the obser- 
vance of a wholesome discipline in the management of its in- 
mates.

CAPITOL WING. 


The report of the Commissioner of Public Lands and Build- 
ings furnishes full information in regard to the construction of 
a wing to a new capitol building do. di act of the Legis- 
lature, approved Feb. 25th, 1879, and for erection of which 
the sum of $75,000 was apprepriated. After the preliminary 
duties of organizing a Capitol Building Board, advertising for 
and adopting plans and specifications and advertising for bids for 
the erection of a building, in accordance with the plans adopted, 
the contract was awarded on the 6th:day of November, 1879, to 
W. H. B. Stout, he being the lowest and best bidder, for the sum 


of $66,000. The contract called for the completion of said wing

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on or before Dee. Ist, 1880. Every effort has been made by the — 
Board and the contractor to have the building completed within 
the time specified, but owing to the many unavoidable delays it 
has been impossible to have it ready for occupancy this winter. 
The contractor has submitted to the Building Board a written 
request asking further time to enable him to complete his con- 
tract, which request will be duly presented for your considera- 
tion by a committee from the Board above referred to, with a 
complete report of their doings. 


SECRETARY OF STATE. 


The report of the Secretary of State calls attention to the du- 
ties of that office in connection with the distribution of the 
Statutes, Session Laws, and Public documents, and suggests. 
legislative action, that will doubtless receive proper considera- 
tion. : 

A new and valuable feature of the report is a complete list of 
companies that have been incorporated under the laws of the 
State during the past two years. It also contains a list of regis- 
tered bonds of counties, townships, and municipalities, and other 
information and recommendations that may be useful to you in 


the discharge of your legislative duties. 


INSURANCE. 


The last legislature appropriated the sum of $3,000 to pay for 
insurance on the publie buildings of the state. This sum was. 
not sufficient to provide for a proper amount of insurance, and 
has been wholly exhausted. A number of policies have recently 
expired, and the State is liable to suffer heavy losses in the de- 
struction of property on which there is no insurance. 

The people of Nebraska cannot afford to sustain such losses, 
and I recommend prompt action to avert the danger. An ap- 


~ 
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propriation of $8,000 or $10,000 to cover insurance for a series 
of years, would, in my judgment, be judicious and economical. 


STATE MILITIA. 


A very gratifying feature of State affairs during the last year 
of my administration has been the revival of a military spirit, 
among those of our people who are liable to military duty, and 
the organization of an effective militia force. l 

On the 10th of April, 1879, the sheriff of Adams county made 
an application to the Executive for a company of troops for ser- 
- vice at Hastings to preserve peace and quiet during the Olive 
trial, and the only response received by the Adjutant-General in 
reply to telegrams sent to the officers of various companies sup- 
posed to bein existence, contained the information that one com- 
pany oftwenty men could be furnished in twenty-four hours. Ap- 
plication was then made to General Crook for a company of U. 
S. Infantry, and in response to the application, Co. ‘H’ of the 9th 
U. S. Infantry, commanded by Major Burt, was ordered to Hast- 
ings. The emergency directed the attention of the Executive 
and Adjuiant-General to the state of deraoralization and indif- 
ference that prevailed among the nominal! militia forces of the 
State, and measures were at once inaugurated to revive a mili- 
tary feeling and encourage the organization of military com- 
panies. i i 


T 
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The results have exceeded our most sánguine expectations. 
With réally no militia law in existence, with not a dollar in the 
treasury to aid these organizations, in the past two years 
iwelve companies of infantry and one of light artillery—in 
all, 598 officers and men, have fully uniformed themselves with- 
out expense to the State. l 


Jt should be not only a Caty but a privilege for you to supple- 
ment these results by wise legislation end liberal appropriations, 
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thereby placing the militia forces of the State upon a substantial 
basis. | | 

On the 21st of May, 1880, in response to applications made for 
troops in connection with the labor troubles at Omaha, four com-- 
panies promptly reported for duty, and rendered most valuable 
Service. 

The details of military operations in connection with the ex- 
traordinary events above referred to,’as set forth in the report 
of the Adjutant-General, are too voluminous for repetition ix this 
‘connection, but they afford numerous suggestions that may aid 
you in legislating for the purpose of increasing the efficiency of 
the State militia. Recent events illustrate the importance of 
maintaining an effective force to preserve order and enforce the 
laws. 


BOARD OF FISH COMMISSIONERS. 


The importance of stocking the rivers and lakes of Nebraska 
with fish for food prompts me to recommend legislative action to 
encourage and complete the work so well begun by the present 
energetie board of fish commissioners. 

During the year 1879 the commissioners obtained 200,000 
California Salmon eggs, from which they hatched 190,000 salmon 
fry that were equitably distributed between the northern and 
southern portions of the State. They have also obtained a num- 
ber of German Carp, which are believed to be the best fish for 
our waters. 

During the year 1880 they procured 400,000 California salmon 
eggs, and the net result is a yield of 300,000 young salmon which 
are being placed in the waters of the State. 

The commissioners have received nothing for their services, 
and have paid all their personal expenses while in the performance 
of their duties. They desire a”more liberal appropriation for the 

m 
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- next two years, to be expended:in making additional purchases, 
providing further facilities for the propagation of fish, and pay- 
ing the salary of a superintendent of hatcheries. | 
Believing that the benefits to be derived from stocking the 
6,485 miles of streams and rivers, and 11,160 aeres of inland. 
lakes of Nebraska with food fish will justify the outlay, I hedrt- 
ily recommend that an appropriation be made for the purposes 
above stated, aud a further sum to cover the actual expenses of 
. the commissioners while in the discharge of their official duties.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


- 


Under the next congressional apportionment, based on the 
U. S. eensus returns of 1880, the State of Nebraska will be en- . 
titled to not less than three representatives in congress. It will 
therefore be your duty as soon as the ratio ig fixed by aet of 
congress, to district the State so as to provide for the increased 
representation, and if possible, this should be done before the 
close of the present session. 


LEGISLATIVE. 


a 


In accordance with sec. 2, art. 3 of the Constitution, you are 
required to re-district and re-apportion the State for representa- 
tion in the legislature. It is also within the power of the legis- 
lature to determine by law within the limits fixed by the consti- 
| tution the number that shall constitute each branch-of the gen- 
eral assembly. . 

These duties I trust will be impartially performed with a de- 


sire to provide an equitable apportionment of the State." 
4 
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' JUDICIAL. 


Section 11, art. 4 of the, Constitution, authorizes the legisla- 
ture “on or after the year 1880 to increase the number of the 
judges of the district courts and the judicial districts of the 
State." Itis my opinion that the rapid increase of population 
and consequent accumulation of business in the district courts 
make it necessary for you to exercise this power. 


SUPPRESSION OF CRIME, 


During the first part of my administration frequent deeds of 
violence committed in new and thinly settled portions of the 
State indicated a condition of lawlessness that demanded more 
active measures for the arrest and punishment of criminals in 
unorganized territory. An agreeable change has occurred in 
the administration of justice in the localities designated. The 
laws are more rigidly enforced, the cattle interests and the rights 
of frontier settlers are protected and good order prevails in sec- 
tions where crimes have heretofore been committed with impu- 
nity. I attribute these results very largely to the operation of the 
aet of the Legislature approved Feb. 24, 1879, providing for the 
indictment and punishment of criminals for crimes committed 
in the unorganized territory of the State. The act referred to 
provides that all costs and expenses for the arrest and prosecu- 
tion of such persons shall be paid out of the general fund of the 
State, but the Legislature failed to make a specific appropriation 
for that purpose, and I recommend that a suffieient sum be ap- 
propriated to pay expenses that have been and may be hereafter 
incurred in the prosecution of such cases. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Under an act to appropriate money and applying the same in 
paying the expenses of and carrying on the prosecution of des- 
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perate criminal cases, approved Feb: 13th, 1879, I designated 
as within the meaning of the act, those of The State of 
Nebraska vs. Olive and Fisher, and The State of Nebraska 
vs. Baldwin and Green, these parties having been indicted 
for murder in the first degree. These trials took place at 
Hastings, in Adams County, during the month of April, 
1879, and were exceedingly expensive from the fact that 
the witnesses for the State were brought from a distance, and 
also from the lack of prison facilities, necessitating the employ- 
ment of numerous guards and involving other expenditures, 
thereby exhausting the amount appropriated. In the disburse- 
ment of the appropriation I have guarded the same as far as pos- 
sible, requiring the oath of the claimant as to the services ren- 
dered at the trials and the endorsement of the District Judge 
presiding as to its correctness. i 


POPULATION AND MATERIAL WEALTH. 


The U. S. Census returns, and statistics compiled in the office 
of the Secretary of State, as given in the appendix, afford sub- 
stantial data, showing the remarkable growth of Nebraska in 
population and material wealth. The population of the State in 
1870 was 122,993; in 1875, 246,280; in 1880, 452,542, and at 
this time numbers nearly, if not quite, a half million people. 
These results are a source of special gratification and pride to 
every citizen of our young commonwealth. l 


v— 


IMMIGRATION. 


The rapid and continuous arrival of new settlers has been a 
marked feature of our. recent State history, but should not 
cause us to relax our efforts in the work of encouraging this 
movement. While I do not think it necessary to expend a 
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large amount of money for immigration purposes, enough should 
be appropriated to supply the States officers with pamphlets um 
other reading matter for general distribution, showing the resour- 
ces of the State and the superior advantages it affords to those 
seeking new homes in the west. 


CONCLUSION. 


At the close of my first official term I review with satisfaction 
the progress of the State in the development of its varied re- 
sources. Railroads have been rapidly extended towards the: 
frontier, affording additional transportation facilities for new set- 
tlements; an immense area of wild land has been brought into a 
state of cultivation; manufacturing interests are utilizing the 
water power afforded by our rivers and smaller streams; enter- - 
prising capitalists are developing the coal fields that are believed to 
be abundant within the borders of the State, and there are many 
reasons for anticipating greater prosperity in the not dis- 
tant future. 

In diseharging the duties of the executive office it has been 
my purpose to secure the effective enforcement of law, and to 
guard the interests of the State so as to avoid useless expendi- 
tures, and encourage frugality in the management of the State 
Institutions. It becomes my pleasant duty to inform you that 
in these efforts I have been cordially aided by the various 
State officials now in office. 

In conclusion I express the hope that your deliberations may 
be harmonious, and that the work which you may do will tend 
to advance the best interests of the people of Nebraska. 


ALBINUS NANCE.
